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the Army ; they afterwards projected the falſe accuſation of the Lord 


Kimbolton and the five Members of the Houſe of Commons, which bes 
ing in it ſclfe of an odious nature, they yet fo farre prevailed with 
His Majeſty, as to procurc Him to take it upon Himſcltz but when the 
unchangeable duty and faithfullnefſe of the Parliament could nat be 
wrought upon by ſach a fa as that, to with-draw any part of their 


reverence and- obedicnce from His Majeſty, they have with much 


art and induſtry adviſed His Majeſty to ſuffer divers unjuſt ſcandals 
and imputations upon theParliament to be publiſh'd inHis Name, wher- 
by they might make it odious to the people; and by theirholpe to de- 
froy that which hitherto hath bin the only mcans of their owne preſer= 
vation.

better whereof having withdrawa himſclfe as well as frombis 
great of Parliament, he is thereby expoſed to the wicked and 
unfaithfull Councells of ſuch as have made the wiſdome and juſtice of 
the Parliament dangerous to themſelves, And this danger they labour 
to prevent, by hiding their own guilt under the Name and-ſhadow of 
the King, .infuſing into him their own feares, and as much as in them 
lics, aſperfing-his Royall Perſon and benour with their ownInfamy, 

from berth which,:it hath alwaycs been as much the care.as it is the dury 
ofthe Parliament to preſerve his Majeſty, and to fixthe guilt ofallevill 
Attions.and Councells upon thoſe who havc been the Authors of thei, 

Amongſt divers Writings of this: kind: wee the Lords and! Coine 
mons in Parliament have taken into our conſideration two printed Pa- 
pers, the firſt containing, A Declaration which: they recived from his 
Majeſty in anſwer to that which was preſented to his Majdity from 
both-Houſes. of. Parliament, at' New-awarkee- the 9:5. of Aweb, 64s: 
Eheother.his Majcſtics Anſwer tathe Petition bf bath Houſes, profen« 
ted to his Majclty at Torks; the a& >, of Mwch,r642, Both which are

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filled with harſh Cepſures, and canſckef: Charges upon the Parliament, 


concerning which we hold it neceffary to give fatisfaQion tothe King- 
dome, ſeeing we find it ery difficult to ſatisfie his Majeſty, who toour 
great grief we have found tobe ſo engaged too, and pofſeſt by thoſe miſ- 
apprehenſions which eyill Counccllors have wrought in him, that our 
moſt humble and faithfull Remonſtrances have rather irritated and im- 
bittered, then any thing allayed or mitigated, the ſharpe expreffions 
which his Majcfty hath been pleaſed to make in anſwer to them; for 
the manifeſtation. whereof,and of our own Innecency, we deſire that all 
his Majeſties loving Subj:&s may take notice of theſe particulars. 


We know no occaſion given by us which might move his Majeſty - 


to tell us that in our Declaration preſented at New-market, there were 
ſome expreſſions different from the uſuall Language to Princes. 
Neither did we tell his Majeſty, either in words or ineff:&, that if 


 hedidnot joyne with vs in an AR, which his Mageſty conceived mizht 


prove prejudiciall and dangerous to himſclfe and the whole Kingdome, 
we would make a Law without hun, and impoſe it upon the people, 
That which we deſired was, that in regard of the imminent danger of 
the kingdome, the 44iris for the ſecurity of His Majeſty and his peo- 
ple might be-put under the command of ſuch noble and faithfallPerfons, 


as they had all cauſe to confide in, and ſuch was the neceſlity of this 


prevention, that we declared that if His Majeſty ſhould refuſe to joyne 
with us therein, the two Houſes of Parliament, being the ſupreame 
Court and higheſt Councell of the Kingdome, were enabled by their 
owne Authority, to provide for the repulſing of ſach imminent and 
evident danger, not by any new Law of their owne making, as hath 
becn untruly ſaggefted to his Majeſty, but by the molt ancient Law 
of this Kingdome, cven that which is fundamentall and eſfentiall to 
the Conſtitution and ſubſiſtance of it. _ | 

Although we never deſired to encourage His Maj:ſty to ſuch Replics 
as might produce any conteftation betwixt Him and His Parliament,

rance of the publike affairs; yet we bave been farre from telling him 
of how little value his words would be with us, much.lefe when 
they are accompanied with a&tions of Love and Juſtice : His Maje=:

Where the Deircof a good Underſtanding betwixt the King and the Parliament 
js on both Parts ſo carnelt,as is here profeſt of His Majeſty to be in him,andwe have .
